MILK  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 


Marstons  Mills,  Jan.  1,  1921 
To  the  Board  of  Health  of  Sandwich : 

Gentlemen:  Having  been  appointed  Inspector  of  Milk 
for  your  town  on  May  1st,  1920,  I  herewith  submit  to  you 
a  report  of  my  work  from  that  time,  until  Jan.  1st,  1921. 

I  have  made  36  dairy  inspections,  and  analyzed  33  sam- 
ples of  milk  officially,  and  2  by  request. 

Of  the  33  samples  analyzed,  4  were  found  to  be  below 
the  standard  in  butter-fat. 

There  have  been  2  milk  pails  condemned. 

One  cow  has  been  condemned  and  killed  after  being  pro- 
nounced as  having  tuberculosis. 

Coming  into  your  town  a  stranger,  it  took  some  little 
time  to  learn  who  was  selling  milk  regularly  each  day,  and 
who  was  selling  it  a  short  time  during  the  summer  months. 

After  working  in  town  awhile,  I  found  that  what  needed 
my  first  and  closest  attention,  were  the  unsanitary  condi- 
tions under  which  some  of  the  milk  was  being  produced. 

In  most  cases  the  producers  have  very  readily  and  will- 
ingly taken  hold  to  assist  me  in  making  tlie  conditions 
better. 

I  can  assure  you  that  the  conditions  now  are  much  better 
than  when  the  work  of  inspection  began,  although,  of 
course,  there  is  room  for  improvement.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

The  thirtieth  annual  report  is  hereby  submitted. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  1920  was  10,649,  ten  per  cent 
of  this  number  being  non-fiction.  This  is  about  1700  less 
than  for  the  preceding  year,  the  smaller  output  being  due 
largely  to  the  fact  that  the  library  was  closed  for  a  week 
during  the  summer  for  necessary  cleaning  and  re-adjust- 
ment of  books,  and  that  during  the  latter  months  of  the 
year,  owing  to  the  fuel  shortage  it  was  opened  on  only  one 
day  each  week. 

During  the  year  189  books  have  been  added.  Of  these, 
125  were  purchased  and  the  remainder  presented,  as  fol- 
lows :  Mrs.  John  Carpenter,  2 ;  Mrs.  Edward  Bright,  1 ;  Mrs. 
H.  B.  Belcher,  2 ;  Mr.  Deming  Jarvis,  1 ;  Mr.  S.  W.  Hunt,  5 ; 
Miss  Hannah  Dykes,  1;  Mr.  John  J.  Crane,  3;  Massachu- 
setts Free  Library  Association,  6 ;  Mr.  Thornton  Burgess,  1 ; 
Miss  Grace  W.  Irwin,  2;  Mrs.  Helen  M.  Bartley,  4;  Mr. 
Charles  L.  D.  Parkhill,  60;  Sandwich  Winter  Club,  a  four- 
volume  set  of  English  Literature  for  the  reference  library. 

The  following  magazines  have  been  given:  Miss  Martha 
Newcomb,  ''Life";  Miss  Annie  Rogers,  "The  Humane  Re- 
view"; Mrs.  T.  Patterson  Smith,  "Union  Signal";  Miss  Lina 
Chamberlain,  "Christian  Register";  Mr.  Henry  Ford,  "The 
Dearborn  Independent". 
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The  reading  room  is  well  equipped  with  magazines;  the 
reference  library,  though  rather  small  as  yet,  is  an  excel- 
lent one;  the  shelves  are  stocked  with  well-selected  books, 
and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  trustees  to  add  annually  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  volumes. 

The  reading  room  and  the  room  down-stairs  have  been 
used  as  the  meeting  place  for  the  Boy  Scouts,  the  Village 
Improvement  Society,  the  Agricultural  Society,  the  Red 
Cross,  and  the  Nursing  Association. 

The  trustees  thank  all  who  have  in  any  way  conferred 
favors  upon  the  library  during  the  past  year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Sandwich; 


The  twenty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  is  herewith  presented: 
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CONSOLIDATION  AND  TRANSPORTATION 

The  most  important  changes  in  our  school  system  this 
year  have  been  brought  about  by  closing  our  one-room 
schools  and  transporting  the  scholars  to  Sandwich  village. 

In  September,  1919,  the  South  Sandwich  school  was 
closed.  This  fall  the  East  Sandwich  and  Spring  Hill 
schools  were  closed.  Before  making  these  important 
changes  the  State  Board  of  Education  was  consulted.  In 
September,  1919,  and  again  in  September,  1920,  an  agent  of 
the  State  Board  came  to  Sandwich  and  with  the  School 
Committee  and  Superintendent,  visited  the  schools,  went 
over  the  proposed  transportation  routes,- talked  v/ith  par- 
ents and  barge  drivers,  inspected  buildings  and  barges,  and 
made  a  careful  survey  of  school  facilities  and  needs. 

Rather  1:han  summarize  the  conclusions  and  recommenda- 
tions of  the  State  Board,  1  wish  to  quote  from  the  letter  of 
September  1919,  and  to  give  in  full  the  letter  we  received 
after  the  second  visit  of  the  State  Agent.  I  believe  these 
letters  sum  up  most  ably  the  present  school  situation  in 
Sandwich  and  state  most  forcibly  sound  school  policies 
based  on  existing  conditions. 

Under  date  of  Sept.  18,  1919,  Mr.  Burr  P.  Jones,  Agent 
for  Elementary  Schools,  Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, says : 

''After  my  recent  inspection  of  the  transportation  situa- 
tion in  Sandwich  in  company  with  your  committee  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that 
the  proposed  plan  of  closing  the  South  Sandwich  School 
and  transporting  the  pupils  of  that  district,  together  with 
certain  high  school  pupils  in  that  section,  to  Sandwich  is 
the  best  present  solution  of  the  problem.  This  plan  seems 
to  be  justified  in  view  of  the  following  conditions : 

(1)    There   is   at   present   a   state  ,  and   country -wide 
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scarcity  of  teachers.  I  anticipate  that  it  would  now  be  ex- 
ceedingly difficult  to  get  a  satisfactory  teacher  for  the 
South  Sandwich  School  at  the  proposed  salary  or  even  for  a 
considerably  greater  salary. 

(2)  It  is  at  the  present  time  practically  impossible  to 
find  a  reasonably  satisfactory  boarding  place  for  a  teacher 
in  the  South  Sandwich  district. 

(3)  Under  present  conditions  there  are  four  or  more 
high  school  pupils  in  the  South  Sandwich  section  of  the 
town  who  stand  in  need  of  better  transportation  provisions 
than  heretofore  provided. 

By  combining  the  South  Sandwich  transportation  route 
with  the  Forestdale  route  already  established  the  entire 
cost  to  the  town  would  probably  not  be  appreciably  more 
than  the  cost  of  continuing  the  South  Sandwich  School  and 
the  Forestdale  route,  and  it  seems  probable  that  the  ex- 
pense would  be  less  than  that  involved  in  continuing  the 
former  arrangements  and  providing  additional  transporta- 
tion facilities  for  certain  elementary  and  high  school  pupils 
in  the  vicinity  of  South  Sandwich.  The  new  plan  therefore 
recommends  itself  strongly  from  the  standpoint  of  economy. 
From  the  standpoint  of  the  educational  privileges  afforded 
to  the  elementary  school  pupils  of  South  Sandwich  I  have 
no  question  that  the  instruction  received  at  the  School 
Street  School  will  be  incomparably  better  than  w^ould  be 
possible  in  the  usual  one-teacher  school  having  a  large 
number  of  grades. 

It  is  clear  that  such  a  plan  will  slightly  increase  the  size 
of  classes  at  School  Street,  several  of  which  are  already 
larger  than  the  best  educational  practice  sanctions.  From 
Mrty-five  to  forty  pupils  has  come  to  be  regarded  as  a 
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desirable  upper  limit  for  one  elementary  school  teacher,  and 
thirty  is  even  a  more  desirable  number.  Everything  con- 
sidered, I  believe  that  the  advantages  of  the  proposed  plan 
considerably  outweigh  the  disadvantages  involved. 

I  feel  that  the  housing  problem  at  Sandwich  is  one  that 
deserves  earnest  consideration  on  the  part  of  your  commit- 
tee. One  could  wish  that  a  wealthy  son  of  Sandwich  would 
present  the  town  a  $50,000  school  building  that  would 
house  all  pupils  in  town,  both  elementary  and  high  school. 
A  central  consolidated  school  of  this  character  would 
greatly  strengthen  the  educational  opportunities  afforded. 
I  (judge  that  the  town  of  itself  is  not  at  present  in  a  posi- 
tion to  undertake  any  such  enterprise  and  that  for  a  time 
iat  dleast,  you  must  make  the  best  of  the  school  buildings 
now  available. 

If  there  should  be  a  slight  increase  in  the  school  popu- 
lation of  Sandwich,  I  believe  your  committee  would  do  well 
to  consider  the  following  plan: 

(1)  To  build  a  second  addition  to  the  present  high 
school  building  providing  therein  accommodation  for  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  of  the  elementary  school. 

(2)  Put  the  two-room  building  in  Sandwich,  now  closed, 
into  a  good  state  of  repair.  , 

(3)  Transport  to  Sandwich  the  pupils  from  the  Spring 
Hill  and  East  Sandwich  Schools.  House  grades  one  and 
two  in  the  two-room  building,  and  grades  three,  four,  five, 
and  six  in  the  School  Street  building. 

If  it  is  possible  for  you  to  work  toward  this  end  I  am  very 
confident  that  from  the  educator's  standpoint  you  would 
greatly  strengthen  your  school  system.  Such  an  arrange- 
ment would  allow  you  to  establish  a  junior  high  school 
which  is  now  fast  coming  to  be  accepted  as  a  necessary  ad- 
junct to  a  good  school  system,  and  has  already  been  adopted 
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by  thirty-five  cities  and  towns  of  this  State.  It  would  also 
provide  for  housing  one  elementary  grade  in  a  room,  thus 
enabling  the  teachers  of  the  elementary  schools  to  render 
much  more  effective  service  than  is  possible  with  a  large 
class  and  two  grades.  I  am  offering  this  suggestion  because 
my  observations  at  Sandwich  clearly  show  that  a  slight 
growth  in  school  population  would  render  the  present  ar- 
rangements impracticable,  and  in  thinking  of  the  future  it 
is  desirable  to  keep  in  mind  the  improvement  of  the  school 
organization  from  the  educational  standpoint  as  well  as  the 
improvement  of  school-house  accommodations." 
After  Mr.  Jones'  second  visit  we  received  the  following:

My  dear  Mr.  Whitman: 

I  was  very  glad  recently  to  hold  a  conference  with  your 
committee  concerning  consolidation  of  schools  and  trans- 
portation of  pupils  in  the  town  of  Sandwich.  You  are  to 
be  congratulated  on  the  progress  made  in  the  past  year  or 
two. 

I  understand  that  at  the  present  time  you  have  consoli- 
dated all  outlying  schools  in  the  village  of  Sandwich  and 
are  providing  motor  transportation  for  all  pupils  in  need 
of  transportation  from  outlying  districts.  Those  who  have 
given  careful  study  to  the  comparative  merits  of  the  one- 
teacher  school  and  the  central  school  hold  strongly  to  the 
opinion  that  the  central  school  is  far  more  efficient  educa- 
tionally than  the  one-teacher  school.  I  am  confident  that

the  new  consolidation  of  schools  which  you  have  recently 
brought  about  provides  far  better  educational  privileges 
for  the  pupils  in  the  outlying  districts  for  the  following  rea- 
sons chiefly: 

1.  In  the  central  school  the  pupils  are  classified  in  size- 
able groups  according  to  their  advancement.  Pupils  re- 
ceive inspiration  in  working  with  groups  of  pupils  of  simi- 
lar mental  development.  Friendly  rivalry  and  competition 
a^re  easily  aroused  among  such  pupils,  and  lend  much  to 
their  accomplishment.  Such  conditions,  however,  are  to  a 
large  extent  lacking  in  the  small  one-teacher  school. 

2.  More  adequate  supervision  is  possible  in  the  central 
school  because  the  superintendent  of  schools,  principals,  and 
supervisors  of  special  subjects  can  devote  more  time  to 
supervision  and  instruction  than  is  possible  when  these 
persons  are  required  to  spend  considerable  time  in  traveling 
among  the  schools. 

3.  In  the  central  school  a  teacher  is  usually  assigned  to 
one  or  two  grades  at  the  most.  Such  an  arrangement  per- 
mits of  a  proper  division  of  the  pupils'  time  between  recita- 
tion and  study.  A  certain  state  survey  has  revealed  the  fact 
that  the  average  number  of  daily  recitations  per  teacher  in 
the  elementary  schools  of  sixteen  representative  cities  is  8 
and  the  average  length  of  time  in  minutes  allotted  to  each 
recitation  in  these  cities  is  28,  whereas,  the  average  number 
of  daily  recitations  per  teacher  in  country  schools  having 
from  one  to  twenty  pupils  is  26,  and  the  average  length  of 
time  in  minutes  allotted  to  each  recitation  in  these  country 
schools  is  13.  In  these  country  schools  the  pupil  spent  about 
one-eighth  of  the  school  day,  or  approximately  45  minutes 
in  recitation  and  four  hours  and  forty-five  minutes  in  study. 
Under  these  conditions  the  teacher  necessarily  gives  most 
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of  her  time  to  hearing  recitations  and  has  but  little  oppor- 
tunity for  instruction.  Of  course  the  one-room  school  pre- 
sents the  extreme  case  of  decentralization,  and  the  city 
school,  the  most  advanced  type  of  consolidation.  The  above 
figures,  however,  serve  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  the 
proper  division  of  the  pupil's  time  between  study  and  reci- 
tation as  an  important  factor  in  determining  the  efficiency 
of  any  school  system.  A  school  which  provides  a  teacher 
for  one,  or  at  most  two  grades  has  a  tremendous  advantage 
over  the  school  which  requires  a  teacher  to  struggle  along 
with  several  different  grades.  The  important  thing  to  be 
sought  is  an  arrangement  which  will  allow  the  pupil  the 
benefit  of  the  teacher's  instruction,  or  guidance  and  direc- 
tion as  he  studies  for  a  substantial  part  of  the  school  day. 

^4.  The  central  school  in  bringing  a  large  number  of 
pupils  together  provides  a  much  better  social  training  than 
could  be  obtained  in  the  smaller  school.  Much  of  education, 
general  culture,  and  breadth  of  view  maj^be  acquired  from 
contact  with  a  large  number  of  children  and  a  number  of 
teachers. 

5.  Better  teachers  can  be  obtained  for  central  schools 
than  for  the  one-teacher  isolated  schools.  Teachers  are 
anxious  to  become  specialists  in  the  work  of  one  or  two 
grades,  or  of  one  or  two  subjects.  They  are  also  anxious  to 
have  the  association  of  other  teachers  Both  of  these  con- 
ditions are  possible  in  the  central  school,  but  are  lacking 
in  the  one-teacher  school. 

That  the  people  of  Massachusetts  are  coming  strongly  to 
believe  in  the  consolidation  of  schools  is  shown  by  the  rapidly 
increasing  expenditures  for  transportation  of  pupils  as 
given  below:

I  am  gratified  to  know  that  consolidation  of  schools  in 
your  town  has  become  an  established  policy  and  I  am  sure 
that  you  are  thereby  realizing  large  educational  benefits 
that  come  from  such  action. 

I  was  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  inspect  your  transporta- 
tion busses.  Because  of  the  superior  speed  and  comfort  of 
motor  transportation  for  school  pupils,  the  motor-bus  is  fast 
displacing  horse  transportation  in  those  localities  in  Massa- 
chusetts where  motor  vehicles  can  be  used  most  of  the  year. 
With  some  extension  to  the  carrying  capacity  of  your  motor 
trucks,  which  is  already  being  made,  I  consider  them  well 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  your  town.  For  some  weather  con- 
ditions trucks  with  closed-in  tops  and  glass  windows  are 
of  course  superior.  They  are,  however,  more  clumsy  than 
the  open  trucks  and  in  certain  respects  not  so  desirable  dur- 
ing good  weather. 

In  reply  to  your  question  as  to  whether  pupils  should  be 
transported  to  and  from  the  door  of  the  home  to  the  school, 
I  will  say  that  the  law  does  not  so  require,  as  shown  by  the 
following  sentence  quoted  from  Chapter  78  of  the  General 
Acts  of  1920 : 

*'In  case  the  distance  between  a  child's  residence 
and  the  school  which  he  is  entitled  to,  attend  ex- 
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ceeds  two  miles,  and  the  school  committee  declines 
to  furnish  transportation,  the  department  of  educa- 
tion, upon  appeal  of  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the 
child,  may  require  the  town  to  furnish  the  same  for 
a  part  or  for  all  of  the  distance." 

On  some  routes  residences  are  so  located  that  it  is  prac- 
ticable for  the  conveyance  to  get  the  children  at  the  door 
of  the  home.  On  the  other  hand  there  are  routes  where 
children  are  located  somewhat  off  the  main  lines  of  travel. 
In  many  such  cases  the  best  arrangement  seems  to  be,  all 
things  considered,  for  the  children  situated  off  the  barge 
route  to  walk  out  to  a  meeting  point.  This  plan  avoids  the 
risk  encountered  in  driving  the  barge  over  poor  and  little- 
used  roads  and  it  also  avoids  a  considerable  lengthening  of 
the  barge  route  which  would  involve  not  only  unnecessary 
expense  to  the  town,  but  also  a  longer  ride  for  many  of  the 
children. 

The  chief  disadvantage  of  the  plan  appears  when  weather 
is  stormy  and  the  traveling  bad.  During  bad  traveling,  it 
would  often  be  impossible  for  the  motor-bus  to  leave  the 
trunk  line,  were  it  so  planned.  On  very  stormy  days  and 
when  traveling  conditions  are  exceptionally  bad,  parents 
living  off  the  barge  route  should  exercise  discretion  as  to 
whether  their  children  should  go  to  school  as  was  formerly 
necessary  in  the  case  of  pupils  living  remote  from  the  dis- 
trict school. 

In  my  inspection  of  the  South  Sandwich  route  I  found 
that  no  children  are  being  required  to  walk  more  than  three- 
fourths  of  a  mile  to  meet  the  conveyance  and  the  majority 
of  those  living  off  the  barge  line  are  required  to  walk  less 
than  one-half  mile.  There  appear  to  be  shelters  that  could 
be  used  by  the  children  at  or  near  all  meeting  points.  Under 
these  conditions  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  your  commit- 
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tee  has  procured  up-to-date  motor  transportation  and  de- 
pendable drivers,  I  do  not  feel  warranted  in  urging  any 
change  in  the  present  route. 

I  was  glad  to  learn  of  the  commendable  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion and  responsibility  shown  by  several  of  the  parents  liv- 
ing in  these  remote  situations,  one  of  whom  has  been  trans- 
porting his  daughter  the  entire  distance  to  the  village  school 
for  five  or  six  years,  and  another  who  is  daily  transporting 
his  son  about  a  mile  a;nd  a  half  to  meet  the  conveyance. 

I  was  glad  to  learn  also  that  you  are  planning  to  provide 
at  cost  one  hot  dish  each  day  at  luncheon  time.  This  ar- 
rangement, it  seems  to  me,  is  very  necessary  for  those  pupils 
who  do  not  go  home  for  lunch. 

I  take  pleasure  in  forwarding  a  copy  of  our  bulletin  on 
' '  Consolidation  of  Schools  and  Transportation  of  Pupils^  at 
Public  Expense  in  Massachusetts."

With  every  transition  period  come  problems  for  solution. 
The  housing  of  its  school  population  is  Sandwich's  great 
problem.  With  rooms  inadequately  lighted,  heated  and  ven- 
tilated, with  more  than  half  of  the  seats  uncomfortable  and 
not  adjustable,  with  more  than  fifty  scholars  for  one  teachv^r 
instead  of  the  maximum  number  of  thirty,  mentioned  above, 
with  no  room  for  serving  the  hot  lunch  which  we  had 
planned,  with  no  suitable  playground  other  than  hired  pri- 
vate property  or  the  street,  it  is  commendable  that  our 
School  Street  scholars  and  teachers  are  doing  as  good  work 
as  they  are. 
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Something  should  be  done  at  once  to  relieve  these  con- 
ditions. It  is  for  the  citizens  of  the  town  to  decide  whether 
permanent  measures  can  be  taken  for  providing  suitable 
grounds  and  buildings  or  temporary  measures  must  be  re- 
sorted to  by  readjusting  the  School  Street  and  Jarvesville 
buildings  and  by  attempting  to  continue  to  hire  a  play- 
ground. 

SAFEGUARDING   THE  HEALTH  OF  OUR  SCHOLARS 

In  all  the  work  of  the  schools  nothing  is  of  greater  im- 
portance than  the  health  of  our  scholars.  Here  cooperation 
between  home  and  school  should  be  strong.  A  child  should 
not  be  sent  to  school  when  sick  or  kept  at  home  wben  well. 
Teachers  should  be  on  the  alert  to  detect  the  relation  exist- 
ing between  the  health  and  school  work  of  a  schol^ir  Sand- 
vrich  with  its  efficient  District  nurse  making  frequent  visits 
to  the  schools  and  homes  and  cooperating  with  its  school 
physician  is  using  every  precaution  to  safeguard  the  health 
of  our  scholars.  We  believe  that  this  work  is  being  done 
vastly  better  by  our  local  agencies  than  it  could  be  done  by 
aiiy  County  Health  Officer"  or  ''County  Medical  School 
Inspector"  and  we  trust  that  the  time  will  not  come  Avhen 
any  such  change  will  be  made. 

The  noon  hour  at  the  School  Street  School  is  under  the 
supervision  of  Mrs.  Dugeau,  who  has  complete  charge  dur- 
ing the  noon  intermission.  A  large  number  of  the  children 
bring  their  lunches.  A  visit  at  this  hour  will  convince  any- 
one that  the  mothers  are  using  excellent  judgment  and  care 
in  putting  up  the  luncheons,  bottles  of  milk,  meat  sand- 
wiches and  other  well  chosen  foods  are  the  rule.  Advice  is 
given  whenever  it  seems  necessary.  "We  had  planned  to 
have  at  least  one  hot  food  served  at  noon  but  the  large 
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number  to  be  served  and  the  lack  of  room  for  preparing  the 
food,  storing  dishes,  etc.,  has  prevented  this  being  done. 
At  the  high  school  there  is  room  and  equipment  for  such 
service  and  we  trust  that  next  year's  cooking  classes  may- 
be able  to  solve  the  problem  for  that  building.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


Bournedale,  Mass.,  January  1,  1921 

To  the  Superintendent: 

Permit  me  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  as  Super- 
visor of  Music  in  the  Sandwich  schools. 

Many  things  that  looked  promising  Jan.  1,  1920,  have 
really  been  accomplished  and  are  producing  results  beyond 
our  anticipation.  From  my  point  of  view  the  transporting 
of  the  pupils  from  out-lying  districts  has  been  of  distinct 
advantage.  While  there  is  much  that  can  be  accomplished 
in  a  very  small  school,  there  can  never  be  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  larger  chorus,  the  team  work,  the  part-singing,  nor 
the  same  amount  of  learning  from  a  child's  greatest  teacher 
- — another  child.  Thus  in  my  subject,  this  change  has  been 
most  beneficial. 

The  work  in  the  lower  rooms  at  School  Street  has  pro- 
gressed in  its  usual  good  form,  and  I  feel  we  are  gaining 
each  year  as  we  work  out  the  great  possibilities  of  the  Pro- 
gressive Method.  Altho  the  upper  grade  work  has  been 
more  or  less  interrupted  and  the  ''main-stay"  of  the  Upper 
Grammar  room  was  removed  to  the  High  School,  there  has 
been  good  work  done  and  a  real  growing  interest  shown 
among  the  boys. 

Last  June  the  High  School  Chorus  had  its  first  real  chance 
to  show  the  townspeople  its  true  worth,  when  the  Town  Hall 
was  decided  upon  for  Graduation  Exercises.  The  program 
was  most  commendable,  as  was  doubtless  the  opinion  of 
many  in  the  audience,  for,  never  before  in  Sandwich,  have 
I  received  such  generous  and  enthusiastic  comment  from 
many  people  as  was  given  me  at  that  time. 
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The  elective  course  in  music  in  the  High  School  has 
proven  most  gratifying,  as  shown  by  the  interest  manifested 
in  the  beginner's  class  of  over  forty  pupils,  and  especially 
in  the  advanced  class  of  pupils  who  elected  the  course  a 
second  year. 

In  spite  of  the  breaks  caused  by  my  illnesses,  both  last 
February  and  later  again  in  November,  the  result  has  cer- 
tainly been  worth  the  energy  expended.

In  teaching  and  directing  the  drawing  in  the  Sandwich 
schools,  the  methods  of  Mr.  Denman  Ross  in  the  classes  at 
the  Boston  Museum,  have  been  followed  as  far  as  possible. 
An  alternation  has  been  used,  of  the  simpler  principles  of 
design — practical  applied  design — free-hand  drawing  from 
objects—and  above  all,  imaginative  compositions,  the  latter 
following  the  seasons,  holidays,  historical  anniversaries!, 
etc. 

No  rigid  rule  has  been  followed,  because  interest  in  the 
general  subjec  seemed  more  important  than  adherence 
to  theory,  and  much  enthusiasm  has  been  shown.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sandwich: 

The  finances  of  our  schools  have  been  gradually  rising 
until  they  have  reached  a  figure  unknown  in  the  history  of 
our  town.  This  is  true  of  most  towns.  The  amount  spent 
this  year,  however,  is  not  so  much  more  as  it  seems,  as  the 
committee  were  voted  a  flat  appropriation  and  the  helps 
from  the  state  do  not  appear  as  before.  The  amounts  from 
the  State  and  the  dog  tax  are  still  in  existence,  however, 
and  are  as  follows:  Mass.  School  Fund,  $1,334.09;  General 
Fund,  $1,712.25;  High  School  Tuition,  $946.25;  Dog  Tax, 
$299.02.  The  sum  of  these  amounts  if  taken  from  our  total 
would  bring  the  amount  to  be  met  by  the  town  appropria- 
tions to  $15,976.41.  All  who  read  the  papers  know  of  the 
scarcity  of  teachers  and  the  demand  for  high  salaries.  Many 
competent  teachers  have  gone  out  of  regular  school  work 
into  Social  Service,  while  others  go  where  higher  salaries  are 
available  in  other  lines.  Our  teachers'  salaries  for  1920 
were  $10,121.16,  and  educators  are  constantly  on  the  alert 
with  higher  salaries  to  tempt  teachers  in  other  fields.  In 
considering  Transportation  which  cost  last  year  $2,894.19 
many  people  are  ready  to  give  adyice  as  to  lessening  the 
expense.  The  fact  that  we  are  obliged  to  transport  our  High 
School  scholars  makes  it  possible  to  transport  the  Elemen- 
tary pupils  at  a  better  rate  and  in  closing  four  schools  the 
amount  is  not  so  large  as  it  seems  and  the  children  are  en- 
joying the  advantages  shown  in  the  Superintendent's  re- 
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port.  The  supplies,  considerating  the  high  prices  of  all 
things  are  not  too  extravagant.  In  September  when  the 
school  year  opens  there  is  a  large  bill  for  supplies  and  in 
May  when  the  year  is  nearly  through  another,  and  with 
smaller  orders  through  the  year  the  amount  was  $651.87, 
which  divided  among  the  257  pupils  amounts  to  $2.23  each, 
which  for  paper,  pens,  ink,  paints,  brushes,  pencils,  etc.,  is 
about  a  normal  figure. 

The  Janitor's  column  figures  $576.48  which  includes,  be- 
sides the  daily  work,  cleaning,  many  odd  jobs  and  janitor's 
supplies,  as  brooms,  dusters,  pails,  lanterns,  etc.  The  Janitor 
for  High  and  School  Street  buildings  is  paid  $15.00  per  week 
and  for  Jarvesville  $3.00. 

Books  are  very  high  and  total  $492.99.  The  extra  number 
of  pupils  has  made  quite  a  difference  in  this  expense  from 
that  of  other  years.  The  new  geographies  and  histories  are 
coming  in  and  all  paper  is  at  a  premium. 

The  Upkeep,  $656.02,  includes  new  steps  at  each  entrance 
at  the  High  School  and  repairs  to  the  roofs  above  with  new 
cave  troughs  and  drains,  a  new  platform  in  the  main  room, 
extensive  repairs  to  the  furnaces,  under  State  Inspector, 
a  new  desk  in  Grammar  School  and  other  smaller  bills. 

Miscellaneous  expense  was  $651.27,  and  includes  all  the 
insurance  on  all  the  School  buildings,  and  on  the  children 
who  are  carried  in  the  barges,  the  latter  to  protect  the  town 
from  suits  which  might  be  brought,  in  case  of  accident.  The 
Committee  thought  best  to  put  an  extra  insurance  on  the 
High  School  building  and  contents,  which  was  arranged  for 
in  July.  The  rent  for  the  playground,  diplomas,  lights  and 
other  smaller  bills  are  also  in  this  column. 

The  New  Equipment,  which  amounted  to  $760.67  includes 
four  new  typewriters  (Standards),  six  typewriter  tables, 
eighteen  desks  and  twenty-four  Talbot  chairs.    This  bill 
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was  $336.  A  new  pump  was  installed  at  School  Street  and 
the  room  at  Jarvesville  was  renovated  and  partially  equip- 
ped and  other  smaller  items  throughout  the  year.  The  sum 
of  $57.60  was  spent  in  the  interest  of  health  and  a  very  com- 
forting thought  to  mothers,  is  that  their  children  are  com- 
petently chaperoned  during  the  noon  hour  while  so  many 
bring  their  lunches  and  need  this  protection. 

Our  Superintendent's  salary  was  $927.52  with  school  ex- 
penses $177.94.  School  Committees  have  no  salary,  except- 
ing the  secretary  who  for  the  year's  writing  is  paid  $75.00. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  in  New  York  City  and  noting 
conditions  in  some  of  the  schools.  The  children  spent  one 
hour  in  the  morning  and  another  hour  in  the  afternoon, 
followed  throughout  the  day  by  two  othei  sets  of  children 
making  two  hours'  schooling  per  day  for  each  child.  Some 
of  the  parents  were  longing  to  get  into  the  country  where 
their  children  could  have  some  individual  training  and  I  felt 
proud  of  our  own  town  schools,  though  it  costs  a  great  deal 
to  support  them.
